Whe four bills which the Alberta gov- 
ernment will bring before a special session 
ef the legislature on Juiy 4 constitute a 
masterly network of legislation to protect 
the interests of Alberta people in Alberta's 
matural gas. 

This special session to pass legislation 
™ regard to gas export was found neces- 
sary because of the confusion and un- 
certainty manifested by federal authorities 
in regard to Alberta's jurisdiction in this 
matter. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent, when he 
was in Edmonton, gave his opinion as head 
of the government and as a distinguished 
lawyer, that Alberta had full control of 
gas export from her territories. 

But when Alberta representatives 
sought, from federal parliamentary com- 
mittees, regulations which would bring gas 
export under existing Alberta legislation, 
these corhmittees, on the advice of the 
federal cabinet, said Albevia had no such 
control. 

In the face of this contradiction and to 
preserve her provincial rights from federal 
encroachment, the Alberta government 
had no alternative but to devise special 
legislation sufficiently definite to protect 
Alberta gas from outside exploitation. 

Those who have framed these laws 
have made a strikingly good job of it. 

This legislation consists of one entirely 


new act enttlod the “Gas Export Bill” 
which will “provide for preservation con- 
servation and effective utilization of gas 
resources of the province, and three 
ammendments to the existing Conserva- 
tion Act, the Public Utilities Act and the 
Pipe Line Act respectively. 

In all this legislation, which is not 
designed to prohibit the export of gas, 
but to safeguard the interests of Alberta 
people in regard to quantity and price now 
and in the future, the government makes 
it clear that Alberta retains full control 
over export. 

To implement this meral policy, 
always advocated by Fhe Edmonton 
Bulletin, the legislation "hte that 
export can only be undertaken through a 
permit issued by the Petroleum and 
‘Natural Gas Conservation Board and 
approved specifically by the lieutenant- 
sovernor-inécouncil, 

Further, should any emergency occur 
in the matter of domestic supply or inter- 
ference with the domestic supply, export 
supplies may be diverted to local consump- 
tion or the export permits may be 
cancelled entirely. 

The government is to be commended 
for an honest and forthright workmanlike 
job in protecting the gas interests of 
Alberta citizens, 


Radio Range Stations Are Needed 


The lack of radio range stations on a 
direct line between Edmonton and Van- 
ecouver, as the Chamber of Commerce 
points out, adds 90 minutes to the flying 
time between here and the coast. 

And since fares are based on fiying 
time, the cost of the fare is increased 
accordingly. 

On these grounds the Chamber of 
Commerce buses its request to the Trans- 
Canada Airlines that the needed radio 
range stations be installed immediately. 

It does seem absurd that Trans-Can- 
‘ada flights between Edmonton and Van- 
couver should have to jog sharply south 
into the higher ranges of mountains in 
order to get on the Calgary-Vancouver 

am, 

It seems all the more absurd because 
Trans-Canada Airlines had plenty of time 
to imstal stations before the direct main- 


line service was instituted through Ed- 
monton. 

The application for this direct service 
was first made early last summer. The 
Service began in May this year. 

There is no reason why the tations 
should not have been constructed. 

The TCA has admitted that the main- 
line route through Edmonton was estab- 
lished, not as a favor to this city, but 


‘because business amply warranted it. 


If business justifies a mainline flight 
between Edmonton and Vancouver it must 
also justify the most economical route 
for it which, in aviation, is a straight line. 

Minimum flying time and minimum 
fares are just as essental as the service 
itself. 

And the demand of Edmonton for this 
Service is only half granted until the radio 
range stations are installed. 


Prevalence of Juvenile Crime 


Constable D. R. McNaughton of 
Edmonton police department, who has 
been placed in charge of such things and 
has had much experience in the field, 
has made an attempt to draw the preva- 
lence, and seriousness, of juvenile crime to 
the attention of the people in this city. 

There is probably no subject more 
touchy with which a newspaper may be 
asked to deal than that of juvenile crime. 
No one wents to see a ivy mg get 
stafted in‘life behind the eight ball, and, 
as a result, the presg does not publish 
reports containing names of juvenile 
offenders, no matter how serious, unless 
they are charged in open court with an 
indictable offence. ; ; 

Within the past few weeks, juveniles 
have been responsible for crimes within 
the limits of this city varying from out- 
right theft to rape. Liquor offences among 
minors are far more prevalent than might 
be expected by most citizens. 

Scarcely a day passes without some

parent appearing in the city room of a 
newspaper with a aincere and _heart- 
breaking “appeal ‘to keep it out of the 
paper.” Most of the time they need have no 
fear because of the no-name rule. 

However, the sad part is that most 
parents do not realize that some of them 
are responsible in large measure for the 
child being where he is. After many of 
these ‘ul interviews, one often hears 
some remark such as, “It is not much 
wonder the kid went wrong with a parent 
like that.” 

News of juvenile crime deserves wide 
publicity. When offences of such a serious 
nature occur, it is the right of the public 
to hear about it. 

It is impossible to fight an unknown 
menace. 

Once informed, it is the duty of the 
public to do something about it. The 
warning is now more than just noticeable.

Of Blind 

Editor, Bulletin—We consider 
that the time has come when the 
general public should be made 
aware of the real needs concerm- 
ing the welfare of the blind, and 
what changes of the present pol- 
icy should be considered. 


When the concession stands 
were started up it was under- 
stood that they would be an aid 
to the blind who were fitted for 
such work. But the fact now is 
that these concession stands are 
not beneficial to the blind as a 
whole, but through the present 
Policy are only assisting a few 
of the blind. 

In other words, the present 
system is not im the interests of 
the blind as a whole. A_ few 
prosper, but many suffer. 

What we consider would be a 
better policy; a policy that would 
make all equal, would be to have 
all blind who work in the con- 
cession stands go on the blind 
pension list with their fellow- 
blind, and undergo the same re- 
strictions. 

At the present time there are 
several sighted, or “partially- 
sighted” people who are employ- 
ed in these concession stands for 
the blind, who are in condition 
to work at other work. 

We also protest against the new 
and much-publicised “Canadian 
Council of the Blind.
